London.—At the annual meeting of 
the Russo-Asiatic Consolidated Com- 
pany, considerable Jight was thrown 
upon the recent political and indus- 
trial developments in Russia. 

Leslie Urquhart, chairman, declar- 
ed it was no sceret that the British 
trade agreement with the Soviet Gov- 
ernment had a profoundly moderat- 
ing influence on*the sovict policy, and 
had been the compelling force at the 
Communists’ congress in March, 
which induced the Soviet Govern- 
ment to issue a decree re-establish- 
ing the freedorin of local trade. 

Since the date of the decree, many} 
small industrics have beet! denation-| 
alized and returned to their owners, 
who are allowed to trade freely with 


their products. Forcible corn «e- 
quisition has given place to corn) 
taxation, The law now permits open 


barter between peasants and town- 
workers, and admits the principle of 
private gain. 

Many extremists have been dis- 
missed from the Soviet Government, 
to make room for moderate men, 
and others have in practise renounc- | 
ed their communistic ideas. Gradual 
climination of economic restraints 
mark the ‘beginning of the re-estab- 
lishment of favorable conditions for 
capitalistic development in Russia,
